THE LAW Or' SUCi'KSHlOX. 


An erroneous impression has gained 


currency to the effect that, in ewe of 
President Arthur's death, the pcr-ion 
who might chance in lie prtsident pro 
tern, of the senate wrmld succeed to the 
presidential chair and continue to oc- 
cupy it lor the remainder of the lour 
years' term which began on the 4th of 
"March list. This ia not the case. The 
Boston Tniri'/l'r has been looking up 
the law in the case, and it appears that 
the statue of 1792 (See. 147, 113 and 
149 of the Revised Statutes of thr 
United States), which would govern in 
such in exigency, provides that— 


Whenever the offices of president 


and vice president both become vaaant, 
the secretary of state shall forthwith 
cause i notification thereof to be made 
to the executive of every state.^nd 
shall cause the fame to be published in 
at least one of the newspapers printed 
in each state. 


The notification shall specify that 


electors of a president and vice presi- 
dent of the United States shall be ap- 
pointed or chosen in the several states 
as follows: 


1. If there shall be the spice of two 


months yet to ensue between the date 
of such notification and the first Wed- 
nesday in December then next ensuing, 
such notification shall specify that such 
electors shall be appointed or chosen 
within thirty-four days preceding such 
first Wednesday in December. 


2. If there shall not be the space ol' 


two months between the date of such 
notifi jation and such first Wednesday'» 
December, and if the tcim for which 
the president and vice president last in 
office were selected will not expire on 
the 3J day of March next ensuing, the 
notification shall specify that the elec- 
tors shall be appointed or chosen within 
thirty-four days preceding the first 
Wednesday in December in tho year 
next ensning. 
But if there shall not 


be the space nl two months between 
the date ot such notification and the 
first Wednesday in December then next 
ensuing, and if the term for which the 
president and vice president last in 
office were elected will expire on the 
31 day of March next ensning, the no- 
tification shall not specify that < lectors 
are to be appointed or chmen. 


Electors appointed ur chosen upon 


the notification presented by the pre- 
ceding section .shall meet and give their 
votes upon the first Wednesday of De- 
cember specified in the notification.

DETROIT, Sept. 27.—About 1 o'clock 


this morning tidings reached this city 
of a remarkable accident which befell 
the day express over the Canada South- 
ern road to this city, due here at one 
o'olook. While transferring the train 
across the river from Amberstburg to 
Gropse laic the transfer boat was run 
with such force against the dock on the 
island as to throw forward the sleeper, 
St. Clair, which ran along its track on 
the transfer boat, anil plunged headlong 
into the water in the slip. Tbe passen- 
ger coach, immediately behind it, was 
also forced forward, and the forward 
truck fell olF and down. The coupling 
between the coach and tho one behind 
it did not break, howcvcr,and so it hung 
on to the edge of tho boat tilted up at 
an angle of 4,">*degrees. The engines 
of the boat were reversed, and as it 
backed away from the slip tbe sleeper 
in the water rose and turned over on its 
Hide, the truck attached having gone to 
the bottom. The passengers in the 
sleeper olung to the side oi water, tried 
to break through the windows, and cried 
piteously for help. The CO or 79 others 
who'were in the passenger coach be- 
hind were panio stricken, and rushed 
pell mell for the end of the car farthest 
away from the water. 
Some of them 


clambered out at the fides and fell into 
the water. Others who stood on the 
deck of the boat saw the danger of 
those in the stream and plunged in to 
rescue them. As soon as possible the 
passengers and train men clambered on 
top of the coach that was floating in 
tbe water, broke open the windows and 
polled out the the dripping occupants. 
It was found 14 passengers had berths 
in the sleeper. Eight of them got out 
on the di c't before the accident, and the 
other six went down with the car. They 
were rescued with the exception of a 
man named liloom, who occupied sec- 
tion 11. 
A careful 'search for him was 


made, but he hail not been found at 
last a;oi n it?. Fortunately,not a single 
berth had been made up, or there might 
have been a serious loss of life. 


One passenger gallantly jumped into 


the river when he heard a woman 
scream, but was carried down by the 
current. 
He was finally rescued by a 


boat that was lowered. J. T. Watson, 
of Helena, Ark., lost his satchel.
